Comment. — Our  figures  on  the  whole  this  year  are  of  quite  a 
satisfactory  nature,  with  the  outstanding  exception  of  one — the 
death-rate  under  one  year  of  age.  This  reached  the  alarming  rate 
of  176  per  1000  births,  as  compared  to  75  for  England  and  Wales.  An 
examination  of  the  causes  of  death  of  the  ten  infants,  however, 
reveals  the  fact  that  six  died  of  congenital  weakness  and  disability. 

Nursing.  — The  two  district  nurses  continue  to  be  much 
employed  by  all  classes  of  the  community.  Their  services  are  much 


in  demand,  and  if  you  add  to  this  their  child  welfare  and  school 
work  for  the  County  Council  you  will  agree  that  they  are  a very 
great  factor  in  the  prevention  and  alleviation  of  suffering  and  sick- 
ness in  our  midst. 

Mid  wives. — As  before,  our  two  nurses  are  our  only  certified 
mid  wives. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — All  manner  of  clinics  are 
close  at  hand  and  easily  available. 

Hospitals. — For  Infectious  diseases  and  smallpox  there  are 
hospitals  provided  by  yourselves.  For  general  work  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Huddersfield,  is  largely  used. 

Laboratories. — There  is  no  difficulty  under  this  heading. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. — The  main  sources  of  water  supply  for  the  district  are 
from  springs  at  Rusby  Wood  and  Square  Wood.  The  reservoir  at 
Rusby  Wood  has  a capacity  of  83,000  gallons  and  the  reservoir  at 
Square  Wood  2|  million  gallons.  There  is  also  a storage  tank  at 
Moist  Holme,  Upper  Denby,  which  is  fed  for  about  four  months  in 
the  year  by  a surface  spring  and  for  the  other  part  of  the  year  from 
Rusby  Wood.  During  the  coming  year  an  additional  storage  reser- 
voir is  to  be  constructed  at  Rusby  Wood  to  hold  312,000  gallons, 
mainly  to  serve  Upper  Denby.  A few  isolated  houses  are  supplied 
from  wells.  Pollution  of  a private  well  by  a defective  drain  has 
been  dealt  with. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — There  appears  to  be  no  serious  pollu- 
tion. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  part  of  the  area  known  as 
Denby  Dale  is  sewered  throughout  and  connected  with  a joint 
outfall  works  situate  at  Langleys  in  the  Skelmanthorpe  area.  Lower 
Denby  is  partly  sewered  and  drained  onto  land,  and  a sewerage 
scheme  is  in  hand  for  Upper  Denby.  Cumberworth  Lower  has  main 
sewers  and  outfall  works.  Upper  Cumberworth  is  partly  sewered 
and  sewage  is  dealt  with  by  land  filtration  at  three  places. 

Closet  Accommodation, — There  are  in  the  area  624  privy 
midden  closets  and  132  water-closets.  During  the  year  7 privies 
have  been  converted  to  closets  on  the  water-carriage  system. 
Progress  in  this  matter  is  slow.  The  records  show  only  24  privy 
closets  have  been  abolished  during  the  last  five  years.  I would  once 
again  strongly  urge  the  Council  to  increase  the  rate  of  change  to  the 
water-carriage  system.  We  are  dreadfully  behind  the  times  in  this 
matter. 

Scavenging. — Privies  and  ashpits  are  emptied  by  the  Council’s 
men  every  twelve  weeks  and  the  refuse  is  removed  by  hired  team 
labour  to  tips  and  on  to  land.  There  are  no  cesspools  in  the  area. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. — Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

Nuisances  found  comprise  defective  privies,  5 ; insufficient 
closet  accommodation,  4 ; insufficient  closet  accommodation  for 
factories  and  workshops,  2 ; defective  sink  waste  pipes,  5 ; defective 
drains,  3 ; untrapped  drain,  i ; dirty  house,  i ; overcrowded  house, 
I ; dampness,  i ; Insufficient  means  of  ventilation,  3 ; polluted 
well,  I ; slaughter-house  in  need  of  limewashing,  i ; cowsheds  in 
need  of  limewashing,  5 ; total,  33  nuisances  on  25  premises. 

Of  these  nuisances  25  have  been  remedied,  i is  in  hand,  and  7 
have  not  been  abated. 

Smoke  Abatement. — No  action  has  been  necessary. 

Schools.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  satisfactory. 
The  water  supply  is  from  the  township’s  mains.  The  schools  are 
visited  regularly. 

Housing,  There  is  a shortage  of  working-class  houses.  To 
induce  private  building  a grant  of  £25  in  addition  to  the  Govern- 
ment grant  is  offered. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  was  brought  to  notice  during  the 
year.  This  was  abated  by  the  tenant  putting  into  use  an  attic 
bedroom  and  by  a member  of  the  family  leaving  the  district. 

The  general  standard  of  fitness  is  fair.  The  defects  found  are 
those  usual  to  old  houses,  i.e.,  dampness,  insufficient  means  of  venti- 
lation, etc.,  and  due  to  the  houses  not  being  maintained  and  brought 
up  to  date  by  the  owners.  Defects  under  the  P.  H.  Acts  are  dealt 
with  as  they  are  discovered.  There  has  been  no  house-to-house 
inspection  durlrig  the  year.  The  main  difficulty  in  getting  improve- 
ments carried  out  is  the  unremuneratlve  rents  of  some  of  the  houses. 

Bye-laws. — No  difficulty  has  occurred  in  the  working  of  the 
Bye-laws.  Revision  of  the  Building  Bye-laws  is  contemplated. 

Milk  Supply. — The  milk  supply  is  ample  for  the  district,  there 
being  50  cowkeepers  in  the  district.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained 
without  bacterial  tests,  the  supply  is  wholesome.  A few  cases  of  lack 
of  cleanliness  of  cattle  and  cowsheds  were  dealt  with.  A few  of  the 
older  type  of  cowshed  are  unsatisfactory  with  regard  to  light,  venti- 
lation, rough  interior  walls  and  defective  floors.  Endeavours  are 
being  made  to  get  improvements  carried  out,  but  as  the  law  relating 
to  the  structural  condition  of  cowsheds  places  the  responsibility  upon 
the  cowkeeper,  much  improvemement  cannot  be  expected. 

There  has  been  no  refusal  of  registration  of  milk  retailers. 

Meat  Inspection. — Inspection  of  the  meat  in  the  slaugher- 
houses  on  the  slaughtering  days  is  carried  out  whenever  possible. 
The  quality  of  the  cattle  killed  is  very  high.  Meat  marking  is  not 
carried  out.  The  provisions  of  the  Meat  Regulations  with  regard  to 
shops  and  vehicles  are  observed.
